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CONCORDIA UNIVERSITY -- FACTS & FIGURES 


* Concordia University is one of the largest universities in 
Canada. It has more than 25,000 full-time and part-time 
students (approximately 11% of Québec’s total university 


population). 
* The University is divided into four Faculties: Arts and 
Science, Commerce and Administration, Fine Arts, and 


Engineering and Computer Science. 


* Concordia educates students at both the graduate and 
undergraduate levels. There are more than 100 programs at the 
undergraduate level, and more than 60 graduate programs, 
including some that are unique in Québec and Canada (i.e. 
Building Studies, Art Education, Educational Technology, a PhD 
in Humanities, a Master’s in the Teaching of Mathematics, and 
diplomas in Computer Assisted Learning, Sports Administration, 
and Community Politics and the Law). 


* Approximately 94% of Concordia’s students are Quebecers; about 
3% come from other Canadian provinces and the remaining 3% are 
from abroad. 


* Approximately 20% of Concordia students list French as their 
mother tongue. In the Faculties of Commerce and 
Administration, and Fine Arts, the percentage of Francophones 
in some courses is between 30% and 50%. 


* Concordia employs almost 4,000 people (both full-time and 
part-time), including 750 full-time professors and 850 part- 
time instructors. Among the latter group is a large number of 
professionals drawn from the business community. 


* Concordia has an overall operating budget of more than $120 
million; approximately 70% of the university’s operating 
grants is provided by the Québec government. 


* Recent figures indicate that Concordia has a direct economic 
impact in excess of $90 million a year on the local economy. 


* The University owns or rents space in more than 60 buildings 
on two campuses: one downtown and one in west-end Montréal. 
It also operates a facility in Lacolle, Québec.

Concordia was established in August 1974 through the merger of 
Loyola College and Sir George Williams University. The 
Concordia, Loyola and Sir George Williams Alumni Associations 
have approximately 45,000 members. 


Each year more than 50,000 Montrealers visit the Concordia 
University Art Galleries and attend concerts by the Concordia 
University Orchestra. Activities sponsored by both groups are 
free. 


Approximately 80,000 people a year attend film screenings on 
the downtown and west-end campuses sponsored by Concordia’s 
Conservatory of Cinematographic Art. 


Research grants at Concordia have doubled during the past six 
years. Particularly active areas of research are Electrical 
Engineering, Mechanical Engineering and Psychology; each 
having received at various times more than $1 million in 
research grants. 


Concordia’s many research strengths include building studies, 
transportation engineering, cell and molecular biology, 
behavioural neurobiology,human development, mechanical and 
electrical engineering, and management studies. 


Concordia holds the distinction of being the first university 
in the western world to establish a joint doctoral program 
with an institution inside The People’s Republic of China. As 
a consequence, Concordia professors now travel to China to 
teach PhD courses in civil engineering, computer science, and 
a growing array of other disciplines in the arts, sciences and 
engineering. 


In addition to The People’s Republic of China, Concordia 
professors have travelled to more than 100 countries during 
the past five years, and Concordia continues to play host to 
visiting students and professors from every corner of the 
globe. Research and study programs have been held recently in 
England, France, Germany, Italy, Greece, Israel, India, Japan, 
Brazil, Costa Rica, the United States and Hong Kong. 
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* Concordia is one of two universities in Québec and the only 
one in Montréal with a Co-Operative Education program, a 
process by which academic study terms are alternated with work 
terms in industry to give students practical, on-the-job 
experience. The areas of work experience included in the 
Concordia program are economics, chemistry, mathematics, 
exercise science, physics and building engineering. 


* Concordia was and still is a trail-brazer in the field of 
student service. It also offers distinctive programs and 
services for mature students (those who return to school after 
many years in the workforce), students over 60, and the 
handicapped. 


* Concordia has a national reputation in varsity sports, and is 
frequently involved in championship tournaments in wrestling, 
hockey, football, basketball and soccer. About 1,700 students 
a year participate in varsity and intramural sports. 
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CONCORDIA UNIVERSITY 


Concordia has been called "everyman’s university". From its 
two founding institutions -- Loyola College (1896) and Sir George 
Williams University (1873) -- Concordia has inherited a long 
tradition of offering the opportunity of a higher education to 
men and women of all ages and backgrounds. Many were able to 
attend classes only because of the flexibility of Concordia’s 
programme structure -- a flexibility that allowed them to study 
for degrees on a full or part-time basis during the day or 
evening. Upholding that goal through recessions and population 
growth has called for imaginative solutions and a considerable 
degree of open-mindedness. This Concordia has done time and 
again. 


During its first 14 years of operation, Concordia has become 
deeply woven into Montréal’s urban fabric. Carrying out its many 
functions with an élan that is uniquely its own, Concordia 
recently completed a $25 million Capital Campaign to raise the 
funds necessary to meet its many obligations. These include the 
administration of two campuses -- one downtown with 35 buildings 
spread over 13 city blocks, and one about 4.4 miles away on 
Sherbrooke Street in west-end Montreal; that campus has 29 


buildings. Each year the university awards more than 3,500 
degrees and diplomas -- approximately 10 per cent at the graduate 
level. 


Concordia’s academic departments and associated institutes 
are grouped into 4 faculties, each responsible for teaching and 
research. They are: Arts and Science, Commerce and 
Administration, Engineering and Computer Science, and Fine Arts. 
Integrated within the work of the faculties are 7 colleges and 
more than a dozen specialized centres involved in research 
projects covering a wide variety of interests. Together these 
units offer more than 100 undergraduate and more than 60 graduate 
programmes; some are traditional, while others reflect the 
university’s innovative response to society’s changing needs. In 
terms of research, the grants allocated to Concordia have tripled 
during the past 10 years. 


Besides the basic education services provided its students, 
both on a continuing and part-time basis, Concordia University 
also provides a large number of community services ranging from 
business and professional seminars to cultural and recreational 
activities. The University’s libraries have always been open to 
the public, and attendance at its film screenings, drama 
productions, music concerts and art exhibitions now reaches the 
hundreds of thousands annually. 
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The University also serves as a conference centre for non- 
profit organizations, and Concordia faculty and students provide 
research and consulting services for many types of small 
business. Free lectures are open to the public throughout the 
year; athletic and physical fitness facilities are made available 
whenever possible, and both campuses house a number of commercial 
operations ranging from bookstores to dining rooms. 
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
